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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the addition of the limitations "...a threading element... adjacent the cutting element and directly above an in 
near contact with the conveyor belt transport element..." in claim 1 and "...a threading element... adjacent the cutting element and directly 
above and in near contact with the conveyor belt transport element... whereby an outer end of the threading element extends at least 
partially across in the horizontal transport plane..." in claim 10 each raises new issues that would require further search and/or 
consideration. 


Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's claim amendments dated 11-17-10 
appear to overcome the rejections set forth in the last office action dated 8-6-10 using the Bakker reference US 6231436. A further search 
has indicated a related application 12/067,223 which discloses a meat processing device using a counter surface - at 15, conveyor 
transport element - at 1 1 and cutting blade - at 14. Therefore a further search and/or consideration will be required to review the prior art 
disclosed in this application before determining the patentability of applicant's claim amendments dated 11-17-10. 
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
